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This is a decision on the petition, filed March 30, 2012, which is being treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), seeking to add a claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 to nonpro visional 
Application No. 09/137,618, filed August 21, 1998, by way of a certificate of correction.

(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due under 37 
CFR 1 .78(a)(2)(ii) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The Director may 
require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was 
unintentional.
